Kemdt PoliceChief 

B^Bed At Tralee 

The Mingo Republican, wnilaaaon^ 
W. Va, says: 

Jamea Mullet, chief of police ot Ker- 
mlt and one of the bast known young 
men of.the county, was killed instant- 
ly at Tralee, 'Vl[yomlng-co., last Sun- 
day morning in a pistol duel with Ar- 
cher B. Southward, a state policeman, 
formerly stationed at Kermlt. 

The tragedy ^curred In the club 
hoiitr at Tralee within fifteen minutes 
after Mullet arrived there on a Vir- 
ginian train from Princeton. Mrs. Mul- 
let, estranged wife of the Kermlt of- 
Hcer was in charge ot the club house. 
Mullet found bis wife and Southward 
In the Mtchen washing dishes and op- 
ened tire on Southward as he entered 
the room. 

Altbotigh a crack abot with a pistol 
.Mullet tailed to get his man at once. 
The first bullet shattered Southward's 
right arm. Two other bullets went thru 
his chest and came out at the spine 
while another penetrated the liver. Al- 
though mortally wounded Southward 
managed to reach his gun with his 
left hand. His first shot hit Mullet in 
the mouth causing almost Instant 
death. 

Domestic' trouble is alleged to have 
caused the tragedy. Mullet and his 
wife, who was Marie Virginia May- 
nard, whose home Is said to be in 
Lawrenoe-co.. were married last Aug- 
ust but hud not been living together 
reoenUy . Mrs. MuUet Is reported to 
have stated that she had" Intended to 
bring dlrorca proceedings at once so 
that she and Southward could be mar- 
ried. 

Mrs. Mullet chartered a special train ' 
to take Southward to the Princeton 
hosplUl/ She remained at his bedside 
untll his death and then returned to 
Tralee. 

Mullet was SO years ot age and had 

been chief of police at Kermlt off and 
on for the past ten years. * He first 
served In that capacity when Lonnle 
Bray was mayor of the village. He 
was known as a fearless officer and 
was generally very highly regarded. 
Some years ago he shot a boy named 
Thompson in trying to make an arrest 
and later waa convicted In court here. 
The verdict was set aside and he nev- 
er was punished. He was the son of 
Shade Muiletj who lives two miles 
west of Kermlt, and was reared In 
Martin and Wayne counUes. 

Mullet's body reached Kermlt Tues- 
day and the funeral services were held 
tlMuWednesday. 

sHhMvard was a native of Iowa 
and hW seen service in France. He 
was transferred from Kermlt to Cloth- 
ier after Jiaving some trouble with 
Mullet there and had been suspended 
lately.

State Troopers Ambushed 
And Prisoners Freed 



Charleston. W. Va., Jan. 16.— Lan* 
H. Black and Zacharlah W. Taylor, 
troopers of the State constabulary, 
were shot and seriously wounded at 
Dry Branch, on Cabin creek, yester- 
day, wtalle attempting to take Inter cus 
tody H. F. Alford on a writ of capias 
from Loean-co., Issued In connection 
with the armed march laat August. 
The two troopers were brought to a 
hospital here for treatment, 

Col. Jackson Arnold. Superintendent 
of I'ubllc .Safety, later gave out a 
statement that the troopers were flred 
upon by relatives of Alford, who, after 
wounding the officers, succeeded in 
liberating the arrested man. 

All escaped, but a detachment of 
forty State troopers were Immediately 
ordered to go In pursuit of Alford and 
after his kinsmen. Several blood 
hotinds were likewise placed on the 
scent 



The shooting was the first armed re- 
sistance encountered by ofrinlnl.s In 
making arrests in conneotioo v.itii thu 
demonstration to suppress which Ind- 
eral troops were ordered Into the State. 

H. U Fletcher, superintendent of :ho 
Dry Branch Coal Company, who said 
he witnessed the shooting and the at- 
tending Incidents, attributed to tho- 
entreatles ot Mrs. Bertha Trent,whOS» 
home is on the opposlta side ot Cabin 
creek, the cessation of shooting l>efOre 
both men were more seriously injured 
or killed. 

Both Mr. Fletcher and Colonel Ar- 
nold said that as the first shot rang 
K>ut from the brush, while Alford was 
being conducted to the railroad sta- 
tion, Mrs. Trent plunged into the 
stream and waded to the other side, 
where she singled out those hidden in 
the thickets and successfully prevail- 
ed upon them to discontinue the fusil- 
lade. 

While ah« was thus engaged the two 
wounded officers lay at the bas^ ot an 
embankment down which they had 
been rolled by the Impact of larga 
caliber catridges. After the flight of 
tho.se who had done the shooting Mrs. 
Trent turned her attention to the 
wounded troopefs, and with the aid of 
Mrs. Fleicher administered first aid 
prior to their remflval. 

An immediate round-up of those 
suspected of having: had previous 
knowledge of the affair was ordered, 
and as a result Mra. Elmer Smith- 
house. Fred Thompson, Berlin Adklna 
and Ceco Ellison were i)lf cod under 
arrest. The pollde announced they 
are still seeking Smithhouse, in whose 
bouse, they said, they found the rifles 
with which the shooting had been 
dons, Leo Ellison and Alford.

The world Is poorer for the men and 
wealth that were poured Into the fur 
naces of war. It la riohsr for the re 
generated spirit of Idealism that bur- 
nishes the record of four terrible years 
and the leader of that spiritual force 
which enlisted the hopes of mankind 
was an American— Woodrow Wilson. ^ 
Woodrow "Wilaon aaw beyond th* 
momentoua conflict of hla day and 
made clear to men certain Ideals of 
world relationship that helped them ts 
prosecute the ugly bualneaa of war un- 
til victory rnited with the pe<ipl!B <* 
democracy. Plain men, the men In the 
ranks, had begun to bel(eve that the 
world had come to a pass where living 
was beyond endurance; yet they felt, 
vaguely maybe that they were light- 
Ing and dying to est&blish aome prlB^ 
ciple of human freedom wbloh would 
In effect oonatltute a rebirth of civlll 
zation. It ren>ained for the American 
to become their highly articulate 
spokesman. By word and deed be 
clarified the issue so that all the 
world could see It as a struggle ba 
tweon democracy and autocracy. 

Those yrais are raiildly recfiUng In^ 
to the background. Woodrow Wilson 
has passed from the politic Mac*'

done. Some believe that hs failed ut- 
terly.

.\ny student of Mr. Wilson's UfeAny 
ui.ili rtaking related to him, must aome 
to consider this question: What Is the 
motive tiiat actuated him In his pub- 
lic life?

Origin Of Th* Peundatlen. 
On Christmas Eve, 1920, a group of 
women met to consider what was then 
a nebulous wish to pay some sort of 
a tribute to the man.^rt(0 WM .'alMrnf 
to leave the White Rotfsil. ttikni ■wit 
no doubt la their minds as to the ver- 
dict of history: rather the thought was 
to establish a precedent. It possible, 
and honor a groat American while he 
lived. Great men had seldom been so 
honored. Indeed, it was the fairly 
well established custom' to sadden 
their lives with abuse and make a- 
mends later. 

The thought of a tribute of some 
sort was dlaeuasad ainonc the woven 
and then presented to a group of man, 
friends of Mr. Wilson and former 
membero of his official family. Fi- 
nally, within two weeks after Mr. Wil- 
son had become a prirats eitigtn.thera 
was a great wlnter'a day meeting at a 
New York hotel where the wish be- 
came a f^t, where the nebutous de- 
sire to houor him while he lived be- 
came the vary real plan to create the 
Woodrow Wilson Foundation. 

America's Own Nobsl Prixss. 
The materialised Idea has been de- 
veloped far beyond the thought of a 
tribute to the former President. It Is 
to be that, of course, but chiefly It Is 
to perpetuate hla Ideals of democracy 
and human freedom, and In such form 
aa to be both an tnaplratlon and a re- 
.war to other men whoae ambition It 
Is to "enable the world to live more 
amply, with greater vision, with a li- 
ner spirit of hope and achievement." 

The Foundation Is to be, in words 
now widely familiar: 

^"Created In recognition of the na- 
tional anu inttrt tiatiuiiA, w^rVlcCS Cf 

Woodrow Wilson, twice President of 
the United StatM, who furthered the 
cause of human freedom and was in- 
strumental in pointing out effective 
methods for the cooperation of the 
liberal forces of mankind throughout 
the world. 

"The Award or Awards from the in- 
come of the Foundation will be made 
from time to time by a nationally con- 
stituted committee to the Individual or 
group that has rendered within a 
specific period, meritorious service to 
demoeraey, public welfare liberal 
thought or peace- through Justice." 

In brief, America is to have its own 
Nobel Prises. 
Where The Awsrds Vyill Come From 

Conceived on a iiropitiou.i day. the 
movement to establish the Woodrow 
Wilson Foundation has become na- 
tion-wide In the months that Have 
passed since Christmas, 1920. A na- 
tional oi*ganlzation lias been created, 
with representation In every state, to 
raise the permanent endowment that 
Is to make poeslble America's awards 
for distinguished public service. 

The method of raising the endow- 
ment will not be the familiar "drive" 
of war time; the appeal which will be 
Issued beginning January 16, 1922,wlll 
be framed rather In the spirit of a 
free-will offering. Drive methods will 
not be necessary. It Is believed, to ral- 
ly Americans to the support of an 
American institution, created in honor 
of a great American, dedioatsd to 
the perpetuation of American ideaU. 
The organization has been developed 
on a national scale simply to present 
to as many people as possible the op- 
portunity to siiare In the founding of, 
an Institution that will play a slg- { 
nlflcant part In the world's progress 
toward a higher civilization. | 

The goal is one million dollars or ' 
more. One mllUon doUais represents i 
a gift of ona cent from each inhabi- 
tant of the United States, and an en- 
dowment 80 widaly subscribed is the 
Ideal at least toward which the ener- 
gies of t^ Foundation organization 
^re dtrecte4.. Woodrow Wilson was 
the spokesman for the liberal thought

A number of reproductions of this 
emblem have been struck off In the 
form of certiflcates to be presented to 
subscriber* to the sndowmenL They 
will miirk the recipient as one of the 
founders and they will !>• traasored for 
their artistic value as wsV as their 
historical algnMcance. 

Hew The Awsnla Will Be Admin- 
iatared. 

It la the preaent purpose of the 

Woodrow Wilson Foundation to raise 
the endowment. When that has Iwen 
done a board of trustees composed of 
eminent Americans will be apimlnted 
and entrusted T7lth the administration 
of the fund and the granting of the 
awards tor "m«rltorloua servlee to de- 
mooraoy, public welfare.llberal thought 
or peace through Justice." 

No attempt has b«en.made at this 
thns to settle the question of the 
pennanent hon^ of the Foundation, 
specifle itinds-of puA>ltn servlee to be 
awarded or other matters concerning 
its future course. The present organ- 
ization haa considered its task to be 
the creation of the Foundation through 
:,i<; widespread supi>ort of the nation, 
leaving the bonrd !:ustct! t ■ i' - 
termlne the policies with which they 
win be vitally concerned.

15,000 in 1921 

The number of persona killed In au- 
tomohlls accidents in the UnttedStates 
In 1921 was estimated at between It,- 
000 and 15,000, probably nearer the 
higher flgure. at a joint meeting ot 
the officers of the public safety sec- 
tion of the National Hafety Council 
and the managers of various local 
safety councils In Chicago. The esti- 
mate was based on a comparison of 
the IMO figures with reports already 
received from sevsral citlas and 
States. 

This Is an increase ot from 1,000 to 
4,000 over deaths from atito accidents 
In 1»20, when approximately 11.000 
persons were killed. HiiHui on the 
higher flgure, safety officials !o-d«y 
said that a death f^m an automobile 
accident In 1011 occurred on iw^avar- 
ot every thlrt)r-flve mlniitn.

An ualdentlfled gunman last night 
made an attempt to take the life o( 
Dr. LIndeay T. Vinson, former county 
cur'iii.T luid a IKsloiw tMldent o( Hunt 
liigioii. when Ave r«voIv*r shots w*r* 
tlri-il lit him through a widow at his 
ri-siilenci'. lX4i Sixth avenue. Dr. Vin- 
son, reading a magoxlne. In the lH>rary 
Of hta r**id*no*, had th* narrowest 
possible Oooap* from dsath. One bullet 
tore through his l«(t coat sleeve in- 
other knocked a magaslne out of his 
hand, two w*nt througk bis overcoat 
and th* flftfi was (ound in a fsath*r 
pillow lying on a davenport In dhr*et 
line with 'th^ doctor. The shooting o«- 
Ctnred at 0:45 o'clock and wjthln a (*W 
minuta* polio* with bloodhound* hr-, 
rived on th* *a*ii* la an.«mtt laJra^ 
tSa man who did th* *hoonhg>.: 

Neighbor*, attracted by the sound of 
the shots, told police of seeing a short, 
heavy-Sst mait, wearing a cop and no 
overcoat, run (ram tha Vinson yard up 
Sixth avenue. Bleodbeunds followed 
a similar course and tracked the man 
to Thhrd avenue and Fourteenth street 
They lost the scent at a point on the 
Houthwost corner of the avenue near 
the eostbound car tracks. Police be- 
lieve the would b* a**a*aln caught a 
Third avenu* oar at this point and 
escaped. 

No reason could be given by Dr. 
Vinson for the attempt on his life. He 
said that h* was unawar* o( having a 
slngl* cn*my Ih the world asd that he 

was at a loss to account for the 
cowardly attempt. 

Dr. Vinson bad returned home some 
IlttI* tfan* b^9r* th* shooting and had 
eareleesly thrown the overcoat he wan 
wearing across the end of a davenport 
nlltnik' ut uii nn^lo In front of the big 
fniiit window of the library. H* then 
took op a magilMn*. aut sat down in 
the opposite comer o( th« room ubder 
a floor lamp. His chair was (aotpg to- 
ward the front of the house and at a 
slight angle and about twelve feet dis- 
tant (rom tli* wlndow.Mrs. Vinson was 
silting on a low chair In front of the 
Areplace, out of the line of lire. Lou- 
la*, the little daughter of Dr. Vinson, 
waa asleep In the room back of the li- 
brary. • 

Without warning, the flrst shot 
soundedf There waa a sharp clash of 
gla** and the flrsC bullet tore through 
the left sleeve of Dr. Vinson's coat, 
llifore he could renllie that he was 
being tired at by someune outside the 
window, th* bther shot* fdllowed In 
quick succession. The second whined 
antrrlly as It pierced the magazine 
which Dr. Vinson was readlnu Two 
more plowed through his overcoat ly- 
ing on th* and of th* da**nport and 
Imbedded th*ms«lv** In the wall be- 
hind Dr. Vinson's head.

Of Huntington, to 
be United States Attorney for the 
Southern Dlstrtot, withoat making any 
recommendation for the Unittd States 
.Marshalshiji. hn.s led to the impress, 
ion among politicians that the Sena- 
tOfa ore experiencing difficulty In a- 
greeing on a candidate tor the Mar- 
shalshlp. 

No surprise ~« oeeasio.ied by the 
recommendation of Mr. Nortbcott, nor 
by that of Louis Bnchwald. of Wheel- 
ing, for tbe UsrshaUhlp of the North- 
em District, also recently made, as 
these appointments virtually were 
agreed''on aeveral months ago. 

The oCtlce of Marshal for the South- 
em District, however, has been the ob- 
jective of an open fight With a num- 
ber of active and receptive candidates 
ready to take the post. Three candi- 
dates, regarded at one tlnie as being 
probebly the strongest contenders, are 
Oreenway Hatfield, of Williamson; 
Slegel Workman, of Boone county, and 
Frank Tyree, of Huntlngton.They stUl 
are mentioned prominently.
